The  silver  dollars  of  the  United  States,  designed  by  Morgan,  and  coined 
from  1878  to  1921,  constitute  a series  that  has  become  one  of  the  most  popular 
to-day.

A number  of  them  have  started 
upward,  and  we  are  paying  full  standard  catalogue  price  for  some  dates  and 
mints  and  willing  to  buy  100  of  a kind  at  that  price.  Dollars  cost  no  more 
than  small  cents,  and  you  have  a larger  and  certainly  more  beautiful  coin, 
better  for  shows  and  displays.  Also  in  case  of  panic,  or  bad  times,  the  face 
value  of  your  collection  is  100  times  as  much,  a consideration  that  would  be 
helpful  should  days  of  darkness  come.  It  is  good  to  assemble  a collection 
in  this  series,  while  the  choice  quality  coins  in  this  collection  are  available. 
I certainly  can  not  always  offer  such  coins.  My  stock  of  Morgan  dollars 
is  now  the  lowest  in  25  years,  and  purchases  by  me  in  the  past  year  were 
the  lowest  in  10  years,  because  nothing  nice  enough  had  showed  up  except 
in  small  lots.

EARLY  AMERICAN  COLONIAL  PAPER  MONEY 

The  real  "antique  series"  of  American  numismatics,  this  is  an  interesting 
and  historical  and  fascinating  series  to  collect,  and  the  prices  are  most 
reasonable.  A great  collection  was  sold  in  my  last  six  sales,  and  bidding 
was  very  active.  In  fact,  all  paper  money  is  selling  very  well  to-day,  and 
all  is  on  the  way  up.  All  colonial  notes  have  autograph  signatures,  many 
of  prominent  men  of  the  time.  Collectors  should  realize  that  most  notes  be- 
fore 1776  are  seldom  found  in  fine  condition,  and  nearly  all  notes  before  1770 
usually  are  only  poor  or  fair  in  condition.  Most  notes  were  redeemed,  or 
reissued,  and  destroyed.  Among  the  Massachusetts  notes  here  offered,  will 
be  found  some  original  notes  engraved  and  printed  by  Paul  Revere.

PAPER  MONEY  IN  ALBUMS 

Each  of  the  following  lots  consists  of  an  album  approximately  10x11 
inches  in  size,  with  rings  and  pages  containing  paper  money  of  any  of  the 
following,  or  a combination  of  several:  Confederate  States  of  America, 
Southern  State  Notes  issued  during  the  War  between  the  States,  other 
obsolete  Notes,  including  fractional;  U.S.  fractional  currency,  etc.  Most  of 
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the  notes,  to  keep  them  in  place,  have  been  mounted  with  a small  piece 
of  paper  tape  at  each  corner.
